By a singular coincidence the description 
of ** Mias Sloan ” taken by the clerk who ac- 
cepted the jewel at the pawners’ society tal- 
lies almost exactly with that of Mrs. Harris. 
Mrs. Harris could not be seen last night, but 
her husband denied that his wife could by 
any possibility be “ Miss Sloan.’’ 

** That idea is absurd,”’ he said. “ If Mrs. 
Harris needed $150 she would not have to 
pawn her jewels to get it. She knows she 
could have had the money by asking for it.” 
“Is it not true that a clerk in the pawn 
shop identified a photograph of Mrs. Harris 
as a picture of the woman who took the jewel 
there?’’ he was asked. 


Declares Clerk Mistaken. 
**T heard so, and then I heard it denied,”’ 
was the answer. “If he did believe it was 
my wife, he was mistaken. She was not 
downtown on Wednesday before the wed- 
ding.”’ 
* But the pawn book description fits that 
of your wife, does it not?’ 
** Yes, to a great extent, except that it has 
the woman as dark haired, while my wife 
has light hair. She is of the same height, 
weight, and age as the woman who pawned 
the diamond. She also has a light colored 
jecket, as that woman had. But it could not 
have been Mrs. Harris. She could have no 
possible reason for doing such a thing. 
** How do I account for the jewel getting 
there? Well, it is as great a mystery to me 
now as ever. I think Mrs. Harris lost the 
gem in the morning, instead of the afternoon, 
as she Believed. That mofning she missed a 
bracelet she had worn the day before and 
she went to the place in which she keeps her 
jewels to search for it. There she saw the 
pendant and put it on, and afterward forgot 
about it. Later in the morning she took a 
walk in the neighborhood of our'‘home. I 
believe she lost it while walking and that 
some one picked it up. 


Finds Bracelet She Lost. 

“ By the way. she found the bracelet only 
this afternoon when she went to her dress- 
maker’s. She had taken it off there on Tues- 
day, and forgot to put it on again. 

“ There was no one in our home who could 
have stolen the dlamond so far as we know. 
“tf my wife had pawned the gem why 
would she have told me of its loss as soon as 
she discovered it, and have had me tell the 
police and start a search for it. She could 
have pawned it and said nothing to me about 
it, and it without my ever being 
the wiser. I never notice what jeweiry she

Father O’Brien was sent out 
from the hotel to reconnoiter. He found the 
church strongly guarded and the aspect 
threatening. It was then decided to hold 
the formal ceremonies of taking possession 
of the church at the hotel, and this formality 
was begun. 

The mob on the outside of the hotel began 
making a demonstration. Threats were made 
to ‘egg’ the bishop, and at the most crit- 
ical moment when it seemed that violence 
would be done Father Murphy arrived and 
pleaded with the people to commit no breach 
of the peace and to acquit themselves as law 
abiding citizens. He asked the people to 
protect from any violence the bishop and the 
priests. 

Father O’Brien arranged for a vehicle to 
take them out of the village. 


Pursued and Made to Leave Vehicle. 

Almost before the crowd knew what was 
being done the bishop and the two priests 
were loaded into the livery rig and a start 
was made for the country on the road to 
David City. The conveyance started away 
at a lively pace, and it was some time before 
an automobile carrying representatives of 
Father Murphy’s flock went in pursuit. The 
personnel of the automobile party has been 
kept a secret. 

The story told by the liveryman, who re- 
turned soon after without his passengers, 
was that he was overtaken on the road and 
his passengers were ordered to get out and 
walk. This they did, and then the liveryman 
was ordered to turn about and drive to Ulys- 
ses without loss of time. 

It was late at night that Bishop Bonacum 
and the priests went to a farmhouse for pro- 
tection and engaged a farmer to take them to 
David City. They had not arrived at that 
place, according to the last message from

Miss Myrtle Good Has Been Missing 
Since Thursday—Marriage License 
Issued in Colorado. 


Miss Myrtle Good, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Good, 251 Belden avenue, has 
been missing from her home since Thursday 
afternoon and it is believed she has gone to 
Denver, Colo., to be married. 

A dispatch from Denver says that Harry 
W. Pierce obtained a license in that city yes- 
terday to marry Myrtle Good. Pierce is a 
caterer and formerly lived in Chicago. 

Mrs. Good said last night that she knew 
nothing positive of her daughter’s where- 
abouts, but that she had gone to 
Denver. She admitted that her daughter had 


been corresponding with Pierce for some | 


time,

Leon Missing Over a Week. 


Leon has been m.ssing from the rooms for 
more than a week. Another Chinaman. 
whose room adjoins Leon's, also is missing. 
Late tonight three Chinamen were arreste) 
as witnesses. They gave the names of Yee 
Kim, manager of Sun Leong’s restaurant, 
over which the tragedy occurred; Gong Wing, 
salesman for a chop suey supply house; and 
Chin Sum, a cook, who lived in the rear of the 
restaurant. 

The police had difficulty in identifying the 
body of the girl. Paul Sigel, father of Eliza- 
beth, was shown some of the articles found 
in the room and could not identify them, but 
Mrs. Sigel late tonight when shown the jew- 
elry found in the trunk containing the body 
identified it as that worn by her daughter. 
A woman settlement worker in the mean- 
time had identified the underwear as that 
worn by the girl. 

One of the chief obstacles which the police 
had to overcome in proving the identity of 
the girl was a letter which Mr. Sigel said he 
received on June 12 from Washington bear- 
ing his daughter's name. 

This telegram, so the police say, read as 
follows: 

Will be home Sunday evening. Don’t worry, 

ELSIE. 


Say Message Was a Blind. 

Following the almost certain identification 
of the body the police asserted this message 
had been sent, either by Leon or some friend 
of his, to ward off discovery until they 
could escape. 

The building in which the body was found 
is rented by Sun Leung, who runs a chop 
suey restaurant on the second floor, using the 
third and fourth floors for living purposes. 
Leon occupied a hall bedroom on the fourth 
floor. 

His room adjoined that of Chung Sin on 
the rear. Chung Sin is another Chinaman 
of the Christian type, and he apparently was:

Dr. ‘Evans’ position was the one he always 
has taken—that, lacking a controlled milk 
supply from town cows and a certified milk 
supply within reach of the poorer classes, 
pasteurization is a necessary alternative for 
the tuberculin test of cows. ° 

He told that the pasteurization could be 
controlled Wii th present force of employés 
in the health department, that it would not 
increase the cost of milk to the consumer, 
and that it would reduce the death rate from 
ty phoid fever and infant ills about 15 per cent. 


ENGLEWOOD LETTER WRITER 
IS KNOWN, SAYS INSPECTOR. 


Prominent Persons in Dr. Beardsley 
Case, Asserts Clancy, Will Be Ex- 
posed Today. 


The mystery of the threatening letters re- 
ceived by Dr. Jennie A. Beardsley, 6506 Peoria 
street, has been solved, said Inspector Clancy 
of the Stockyards police station last night. 

“I believe that the letter to Dr. Beards- 
ley and one received by Dr. B. EB. Simpson, 
6340 Halsted street, after detectives had been 
put upon the case of Dr. Beardsley, came 
from the same source,” said the inspector. 
““The persons implicated are prominent and 
the publication of their names will prédace 
a sensation in Englewood, but I shall give out 
their names in the morning regardless of | 
consequence.

The can of oil made a dive for 
the road, and lay there gasping out its 
juices. The snapping of the engine charita- 
bly smothered any remarks which the driver 
and the mechanic may have made. The lat- 
ter Jumped for the can, and Robertson saved 
the water from following its companion into 
the road.

STATEMENTS OF THE RACING AUTO DRIVERS. | 


JOE MATSON, winning driver—lI 
thought we would win, but I didn’t know we 
had until we had slowed up after the last lap. 
The only way by which I could judge was 
when we passed cars. One car, which I 
know now to be one of those withdrawn, 
passed us. I didn't know it had quit. 

It was a terrific strain, of course, and lam 
terribly glad that we won out. We lost seven 
minutes with tire trouble, and four minutes 
with some gasoline difficulty. It was a great 
race. 

ROBERTSON, Locomobile No. 10—Na- 
turally I was much disappointed at losing 
this race, as I considered it easy for me. 
I just simply made the mistake of under- 
estimating the ability of the Chalmers-Ve- 
troit cars, which in their practice spins had 
not shown anywhere near our speed. If I had 
had another lap or two to go I am certain I 
could have beaten the winning car. 

MONSEN, driver of the Marion car—lt 
was tough luck to lose a race like this when 
apparently I had it well in hand. At no 
time was I so far behind the Chalmers which 
won the race that I lost confidence in being 


able to gatch and pass it, until on the ninth 
lap coming over the last leg on the last lap I 
met with clutch trouble, and when I asked 
my mechanic for the time I found I was seven 
minutes behind, and it was impossible to 
make it up. 

STRANG of the Buick—I was fooled 
today more than in any race I ever was in.

Furious Finish Stirs Fans. 


A few minutes after 1 o'clock Knipper 
driving the Chalmers-Detroit entry No. 5, 
was reported among the missing, but this 
was soon forgotten by the crowd when it was 
announced the race was on the eve of its last 
lap.

Matson’s Victory Is Discussed, 


Motoring enthusiasts found plenty to talk 
about in the aftermath discussion of Joe Mat- 
son’s victory in the Indiana trophy event. 
On all hands—except in certain rival racing 
camps—the driver was congratulated upon 
his clever work in this his first big road race, 
It was as great a victory for the driver as it 
was for the machine, as Matson defeated, 
among others, four ve.crans of the Vander. 


Strang, Florida, and Chevrolet. 

Robertson, winner of the last Varderbilt 
cup race, admits he made a mistake in hold- 
ing the winning driver and machine too 
cheaply. With absolute confidence in his 
Locomobile racer, he was content to set ¢@ 
steady pace and hold it, even with the Chal- 
mers-Detroit in front of him, thinking he 
could at any time overtake the leader by 
opening his throttle a notch ortwo. He de- 
layed his sprint too long, however, as the 
result showed. 

It is considered by the critics that the shows 
ing made by most of the racers was goog 
under the circumstances. Of the sixteen 
cars that startea eight were rurning on the 
last lap of the hard race and six of them fin- 
ished. Most of the ‘‘also.rans’*’ among the 
drivers advanced plausible excuses for fail 
ing by the wayside. 


Two Cars Go Into Ditches. 


Two of the cars-did literally fall by the 
wayside, Stutz in the No. 3 Marion and Chey- 
rolet in the No. 8 Buick going into ditches, 
Drivers and mechanics escaped without in- 
juries and their cars were not so badly 
damaged but what a few hours in the shop 
will put them in running order again. 

Maisonville in the Corbin claims that he 
was put out of the running through inter- 
ference on the course and it is rumored he 
will lodge a protest. After the race Maison- 
ville said a military truck swung into the 
course ahead of him and that in stcpping 
while going at a high speed he melted his 
brake bangs. 

Pierce in the Fal-Car No. 9 and Poole in the 
Chalmers No. 17 were thrown out by whe 
trouble. Wright, who was behind the wheel 
of the Stoddard-Dayton No. 18, quit on ac- 
count of mechanical trouble. 

Strang complained bitterly of Rueh!, driver 
of the Fal-Car No. 15; to whom he attributes 
his elimination from the race after the com- 
pletion of the first lap. The star Buick 
driver came down the stretch with his frcnt 
wheels lapping the rear ones of the Fal-Car 
and Strang, according to the rules laid down 
by the contest committee, signaled to Pierce's 
mechanician that he wanted to pass. Pierce 
started to swing out, but as Strang speeded 
up the Fal-Car pilot veeFéd into the eenter of 
the course again. In order to avoid a bad 
accident Strang jammed on his brakes whife 
wide open and the result was a stripped dif- 
ferential which placed him hors de auto, so 
to speak. 


Greater Speed Expected Today. 

The winning Chalmers-Detroit averaged 
51.5 miles an hour for approximately 33 
miles, which is considered fairly good. In the 
Cobe cup race to be run today this time un. 
doubtedly will be reduced considerably, as 
the drivers are expected to ‘‘ beat it” with 
the heavier cars, which will be able to neso- 
tiate the rough spots on the course at a faster 
clip. 

The contest promises to furnish some cf 
the keenest sport ever witnessed in the west, 
and it is bound to prove exciting. All of the 
competing cars were declared to be in per- 
fect racing trim, and no scratches are ex- 
pected. Of the twelve cars entered nearly 
all are quite evenly matched. There are 
three Buicks, two Locomobiles, two Stcod- 
dard-Daytons, two Apperson Jack Rabbits, 
a pair of Knoxes, and one Fiat. The latter 
named will be the only car of foreign makein 
the contest. 

Some of the greatest racing drivers will be 
seen in action. There is Robertson, winner 
of the Vanderbilt, who will handle a “ Loco,” 
and Florida, a veteran of the same*race, who 
will pilot the other racer from the same camp. 
Lytle, who was runner up in the Vanderbilt, 
will be in the driver’s seat of an Apperson, 
and Seymour will be in charge of the other 
one. Strang and Chevrolet, other Vander- 
bilt veterans, are to handle Buicks, with Bur- 
man on the third entry. Denison and Bourque 
are named as the Knox pilots. Miller and 
Englebeck will drive the Stoddard-Daytons. 
Hearne, the Chicago amateur, is to handle 
the big Italian Fiat that he bought expressly 
for this race. 

The contest is to be started at 8 o'clock 
and be over seventeen laps, or a distance of 
395.66 miles. The race probably will require 
about eight hours to complete. 


Auto Club’s View Upheld. 


The first race demonstrated the theory of 
the Chicago Automobile club’s technical com- 
mittee that a race between stotk cars would 
be of more practical value than one which 
brings together machines specially built for 
speeding. The standard cars developed sur- 
prisingly fast speed and it is likely the re- 
sult of the contest will be the means of mak- 
ing stock car races highly popular through- 
out the country. 

The course over which the races are being 
run is such as to fully test the qualities of the 
contesting machines. The long, fine, straight 
stretches give plenty of opportunities for 
showing speed, while the bad spots test the 
stability of the cars.

One veteran was so enthu- 
silastic over the affair that he propelled him- 
self in an invalid’s chair to the foot of tne 
Main street viaduct, where he took up a posi- 
tion and defended it against all comers. 

The business section of the town, although 
gayly decorated with flags and holiday col- 
ors, assumed the appearance of a deserted 
village shortly after the race started. Many 
of the merchants, rea-izing there would be no 
business for them during the racing hours, 
elosed up their shops and stores and them- 

selves witnessed the big automobile event. 

About the only persons who did any bus!i- 
ness at a]] were the saloonkeepers. The duscy 
roads and the warm day caused an unusual 
thirst among automobilists, and the bars 
were always crowded with gauntleted drivers 
and others. Before and after,the race the 
saloonkeepers reaped a harvest s’ich as never 
before was known in Crown Point. Most of 
the saloons operated makeshift lunch cou1.- spi 
ters in connection with the bar, end ham, Bn 
cheese, and pigs’ feet sandwiches were dis- ye

Main street, which led directly to the ex- 
treme north end of the course, was packed 
with automobiles and other vehicies for 
which no space could be found in any other 


part of the city. Many of the resicents real- 
ized that a golden opportunity was at hand, 


so they rented their yards to the automobil- 
ists. In fact, opportunities were seen in all 


directions, and any one who nad anything to 
rent did so. 

That part of the course which was immed!- 
ately within Crown Point limits was lined on 
beth sides with spectators. In many of the 
yards facing on the track the residents had 
constructed tiers of board seats which they 
rented for 30 cénts each. Most a!! of there 
had “‘takers’’ and the overfiow lined up 
against the fence andinevery other availabie 
place. Some men ang num« : 
the trees overlooking the track and from 
their elevated positions had a good view ot 
the course. 

Others attempted to get a place on the via- 
duct guilt over the course on Main street, but 
three husky policemen ordered or pushed 
them off with no ceremony whatever Wesk 
Serget. Bowen of East Chicago and Policeman 
Boles of Hammond established themselves 
as czars of the viaduct early in the day mind 
maintained their supremacy until the races 
were over in the afternoon. 


Greased Viaduct Traps Unwary. 

The viaduct. whichis a temporary structure, 
Was coated with’ oll and grease after several 
hundred automobiles had passed over it, and 
horses and teams had difficulty in crossing. 
Several animais slipped and fell. One old 
man with a small coal wagon and a decrepit 
horse attempted to drive over the structure. 
The horse fell, became entangled in the har- 
ness, and for a few minutes it looked as if 
there would be a serious accident. 

The old man. who was almost as decrepit 
as nis horse; vainly attempted to get the 
animal disentangled from the harness, while 
the three policemen stood by smoking cigars 
and engaging in idle conversation. None of 
them offered to render any assistance, and 
finally several bystanders profitered their aid. 
They got the horse to his feet ang the old 
man climbed on the wagon and drove away. 

Shortly after noon the viaduct became so 
Zreased that the police refused to permit any 
horses to cross’ A number of wagons and 
teams were practically stranded on both 
Sides of the structure for several hours. Maj. 
Funkhouser of the First battalion was sum- 
moned hurriedly, and he remedied the trouble 
by having cinders strewn ovcr the viaduct, 


Autos Stalled; Onlookers Laugh. 

The road which leads to the big grand 
Stand crosses the Main street viaduct and 
almost all of the automobiles went by this 
Toute. Many of the machines became 
“stalled '' on the structure, and the drivers 
were compelled to go back and make a run 
for it. The drivers who failed to make the 
grade in the first trial amused the onlookers. 

The Crown Point part of the course was 
patrolled by members of company M of the 
First regiment under the command of Capt. 
H. J. Melinm; and much care was taken to 
prevent anv of the spectators from getting 
on the track during the race. There were no 
accidents on this side of the course, although 
one fagmun who signaled the racing ma- 
chines narrowly eseaped having himself 
Scattered over the track. He had ‘“wig- 
Wagged ” one of the cars and had turned to 
Watch it dfsappear around the west curve 
when another machine sped swiftly down the 
course toward him. He did not see his danger 
and had not the driver swerved slightly 
from the track he would have been run down. 


Slump in Fuvod Prices. 

While the racers and flagmen and others 
were having narrow escapes the prices ol 
food, drink, and other necessities of life, 
Which had been about 50 per cent above par 
in Crown Point when the race started in the 
morning, were undergoing a decidedly bear 
ish moverrent. The Crown Point restauran: 
keepers had figured on about 100,000 more 
beople than attended tne races. ‘}ne> *10et: 
up to the breaking point and had arranged to 


sharge top prices for everything. When it 
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was secn that the crowd would or could not 
consume the prepared edibles the prices of 
everything immediately siumpcd back lo the 
normal. 

Houses, barns, shops, stores, and even the 


nublic library was fitted out with ae number 
of cots which were rented to women ony. 
The boarding houses and other places that 
could muster up suMcient space fer sleeping 
quarters reaped a harvest. 


FANS IN THRILLS AT “S” CURVE. 


Drawn by a craving for the harrowing. sev- 
eral thousand speed fans gathered at the 
fateful “8° curve on the southwest leg. 
three miles from the starting point. For 
days the double turn, beginning at the foot 
of a steep decline and ending at the approach 
to a narrow bridge, had been advertised the 
most dangerous spot on the course. If wrecks 
were to occur, this spot was the most likely. 

Not a man, woman, or child hoped for in- 
jury to either drivers or cars. but if any- 
thing of the sort was destined to happen in- 
terest in a smashup was so compelling that 
the crowd there’ was exceeded only at Lowell 
and Crown Point. 

Within an hour after sunrise—ilong before 
the race - began—the first accident was 
marked down against the dangerous corner. 
A car in which three Chicago men rode at- 
tempted to take the curve, going the course 
the wrong way around, at fifty miles an hour. 
The car struck the turn at great speed, 
skidded across the road, broke off a rear 
wheel and plunged down a six foot embank- 
ment. I¢ struck a barbed wire fence, up- 
rooted twdénty posts and turned over three 
times. 

Driving. the car was Frank Ward and 
seated beside him was 8. Fritz. An artery 
in Ward's leg was cut open and Fritz’s arm 
was broken. F. Whaley, riding in the rear 
seat, was uninjured. The car was recentiy 
purchased for $5,000. In three seconds it 


was converted into junk. 
| “as we went over we inatinctively erouched 
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down in the car. That is all that saved us 
from death,’’ said Whaley. 


Three Cars in Tangled Heap. 


A party of Rensselaer, Ind., race enthusi- 
asts piled three Buick touring cars in the 


grand stands. This was another early morn- 
ing smashup attended by miraculous escapes 
from fatal injury. 

Dr. T. A. Turfler and B. K. Zimmerman of 
Rensselaer were leading the trio of cars 
over a stretch of rough country road when the 
steering gear of Turfler’s car became unman- 
ageable. He slowed down, but too suddenly 
for the cars behind. A young woman drove 
the second machine in which were Geor_e 
Terwilliger and family and Harvey Wood 
and family. it crashed into the forward car 
and no more than landed before the rear ma- 
chine, in which were F. C. Leak and James 
Chapman and family, jeined the pile with 
sufficient momentum to turn the entire tangle 
over into the ditch. 

Not a member of the party escaped without 
a bruise, but none was seriously hurt. 


Foolhardy Crowd Risks Death. 

Cars approaching the “S” curve came 
out of a dense thicket at the top of a hill and 
raced down to the double twist. With fool 
hardy disregard of warnings, spectators in- 
sisted upon lining the bluff above the last 
half of the “S."" Should a car have plunged 
from the course it would have mowed down 
meh and women by the scores. 

At 7 o'clock in the morning the race fans 
from far and near had crowded az close to 
the curve as the militia would permit. Inter- 
est at a high point early in the day reached 
a fever heat by 9 o'clock. 

As the starting hour approached the hum 
of conversation ceased and the click of a 
telegraph instrument attached to a pole at the 
side of the course could be heard 300 feet 
from the curve. 

When the strain of expectancy had almost 
reached the breaking point a Western Union 

rator called.in matter of fact tone: 


seven minutes seemed as many hours, and 
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then a staccato throb from the woods at the | 
top of the hill jerkea every person within | 
earshot to his feet. In a cloud of blue smoke | 
a Corbin car with Maisonville at the wheel 
leaped over the crest of the hill. With no 
slackening of speed it shot down -the slope, 
.truck the first bend, careened half over, 
doubled back on itself, and took the second 
curve on the other pair of wheels. 

The car was grazing the edge of the course 
with just a thin line of sand between it and 
the ditch when a little man ifn clerical garb, 
standing near the telegraph key, piped ina 
voice that could be heard above the rumble 
of the engire: 

“D—n it, she’s going over, surer’n h—.” 

Rut as he spoke the car was bowling safely 
away on another leg of the course. 


Miracles Fascinate Spectators. 

For five hours afterwards cars raced down 
the hill, taking the curve faster and faster. 
The fascinated crowd seemed almost certain 
the next machine must plunge from the path, 
and the more certain they became the closer 
they pressed to the danger zone. 

The tense moment of the entire race was 
early in the afternoon, when No. 18, a Stod- 
dard-Dayton, with Wright «. the whec,, 
struck its gait and for a time promised to 
overtake the leaders. The machine thun- 
dered down the grade and tackled the double 
curve as if it were a straightaway. The first 
half went easily, but on the reverse the car 
swung clear across the path and finished the 
«gs on the outside wheels with the inner 
wheels spinning In the air. Nobody dreamed 
the machine would light aright, but the car 
was down on al] fours and gone in the next 
second. Such miracies were a feature of the 
whole day at “ 8 *’ curve. 


THRILLS AT CEDAR LAKE TURN. 

To the several hundred eager spectators of 
the race who selected the Cedar Lake turn 
at the northwest corner of the course as a 
point of vantage in which there would be no 
lack of thrills as the flashing meteors negoti- 
ated the abrupt turn, the desired thrilis were 
in abundance. The spectators came on foot 
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the first speeding racer appeared on the crest 
of the long hill which dips down into the 
corner, and they banked themselves along 
the outer margin of the course. 

As early as 7 o'clock the little grove which 
marks the turn was filled with packed tour- 
ing cars, each one with its gay party of men 
and women enthusiasts. Time after time the 
women leaped excitedly to their feet as the 
shout went up: “ Here comes the first one!” 
Then a closer approach and a lifting of the 
cloud of dust showed big touring cars filled 
with soldiers to police the course instead of 
the longed for gaunt racer. So the interest 
of the spectators was kept at white heat 
until the first racing machine with its hud- 
dled figures leaped out of the distance and 
came jumping along the course. a 


Whizzes Safely Around Bend. 

“©, here they come!”’ exclaimed a silk muf- 
fled woman, slipping out of her piace in an 
automobile and hurrying down to the edge of 
the course “Can he make the corner at 
that rate of speed?” 

The answer came as the long racer hurtied 
down the bill, swerved out until there was an 
audible catching of breaths and a hasty re- 
treat from the course, and then, with a purr 
of brakes, immediately followed by the roar- 
ing exhaust, negotiated the turn safely and 
disappeared over the brow of the next hill, 
Then the next jumping car came into view, 
and after it a succession of low, grimy, roar- 
ing engines until the race was run.

roadside ditch before the occupants could 
suffer damage, but the shock broke some of 
the machinery and the racer was out of com- 
mission. 

Men and women hurried up to the disabled 
machine and inquired if either Rueh! or his 
raachinist was hurt. 


Unhurt, but Out of the Race. 

“No, we're all right, people, but we're out 
of the race,”’ responded Ruehl. “ That's bad 
enough, isn't it?” 

The first accident of the day. as far as the 
racers were concerned, occurred just beyond 
Cedar Lake turn. Maisonville, driving the 
Corbin racer, came thundering down the 
course just as a heavy'automobile van car- 
rying a number of soldiers passed over the 
hill beyond the corner. After topping the 
hill. Maisonville was forced to use his brakes 
to avoid crashing into the van at the coat of a 
breax in the machinery and the loss of the 
best chance to be In at the “ finish.” 

The Buick racer, driven by Chevrolet, also 
gave out at Cedar Lake corner about the 
middle of the race. The racer made the turn 
and the hill. but stopped there. The spec- 
tators wondered as the machine slowed down 
and was guided into the ditch. and made 
solicittous inquiries of the Frenchman and 
his helper as they returned back down the 
hils to take their place also as spectators. A 
preak in the machinery caused the Buick to 
drop out. & 

Robertson, with his Locomobile, lost a tire 
at the turn toward the close of the race. 

“O, now they'll lose, and [t's a shame,” 
walled a pretty woman almost tearfully.

But her fears turned to joy as driver and 
mecnanician checked the car without an 
accident, leaped from thelr seats, replaced 
the tire and were off in the cloud of dust and 
smoke. 


ALL WATCH CEMETERY TURN.

At about the time when the sun was rising 
the town’s 1,200 citizens were rising to wel- 
come the gala occasion.

The lower part of the legs had been 
doubled back and also tied. About the wom- 
an's neck was a noose made of the same 
awning rope with which the body was tied. 
The noose had been pulled so tightly that it 
was buried in the flesh, and the coroner 
thought the neck also might have been frac- 
tured. 
The woman's face was swollen almost be- 
yond recognition. She had on only a few 
underclothes and no shoes or stockings. The 
woman's hat and outer garments had disap- 
peared and everything else had apparently 
been removed that might give a clew to her 
identity. The police found a blue silk waist 
in the room occupied by the proprietor of the 
restaurant at the front of the house, but he 
denied it belonged to the dead woman. 
It was with difficulty that the police pulled 
the body from the trunk, and it was in such 
a horrible condition that they declined to 
touch it until the keeper of the morgue had 
arrived. 


Hope for Clew in Letters. 
A number of letters which the police expect 
will throw light on the case were found in 
the roo where the body was discovered. 
One, written in English, addressed to the 
missing Chinaman who occupied the room, 
but unsigned, warned him that if he did not 
stop paying attention to ‘“ Elsie Sigel’’ he 
would meet a@ terrible fate. The other letters 
found were written by a girl who signed her- 
self ** Elsie.”’ 
According to the police the missives were 
written in terms of endearment. A silver 
spangled bracelet, upon which were the ini- 
tials “‘E. C. S.,"’ was found in a dresser in 
the room. Some text books, a speller, and a 
geography owned by the missifig Chinaman 
contained rude scrawls of the name “ Elsie,” 
such as a@ pergon learning to write might 
make. 
A plain envelope addressed to Miss Eliza- 
beth Sigel, 2009 Wadsworth avenue, New 
York City, but empty, was also found in the 
room. 
It was the bracelet which led to the identi- 
fication of the body. It was shown first to 
Mr. Sigel, but he was unable to identify it, 
and requested that the police consult his 
» wife. When the officers arrived at the Sigel 
home their fears were told to the mother 
with as*much tenderness as possible, but she 
cried: ‘*‘ My God, Elsie!’’ and fainted. 


Mother’s Fears Are Realized. 
Later Mrs. Sigel was revived enough to al- 
low the identification of the bracelet and sev- 
eral other trinkets found in tbe room. 

In the meantime Mr. Sig® went to the 
morgue at midnight where the body nad 
been removed. Here arrangements were 
made so that the Dadly disfigured face could 
be seen to best advantage, but even then Mr. 
Sigel would not say that it was his daughter. 
He declined to look at various letters and 
other bits of evidence which would seem to 
indicate that it was she. 

The partial identification which was made 
by Mrs. Sigel was made almost certain by 
Mrs. Florence M. Todd, one of the resident 
workers in the Chinatown and Bowery settle- 
ment, who is a friend of Sigel’s family. Mrs. 
Todd called at the morgue and after viewing 
the body, id¢ntified some of the underclothing 
as that worn by Elizabeth Sigel.

Contrary to the usual rule, the 
slip Miss Harrison got did not give the other 
members of the party. and she was instructed 
not to call any of them if the telephone rang 
for them nor give Mrs. Gould's name if any 
one asked about her. 


Saw Drinks and Farnum. 

“Mrs. Gould had two young ladies with 
her when she arrived,’’ said the witness. 
“Mr. Farnum was stopping in the hotel also. 
I saw drinks being served in the rooms.”’ 

“ Did you ever see any gentleman coming 
out of Mrs. Gould's rooms?’ 

* One morning at about 7:30 o'clock I saw 
a gentleman come out of her room. He was 
tall dnd had bushy hair and a big soft hat 
and long coat, with his collar pulled up 
around his neck. I watched him and he went 
to the elevator. I ran to the elevator and 
saw he was the only passenger on thecar.

Better Feeling Exists. 


GIVES DIPLOMAS TO 200. 


His Tribute to Anderson, New 
York Customs Head: ‘Good 
Orator, Good Collector.” 


' Washington, D. C., June 18.—" The feeling 
between the white’race and the.colored race 
in the south is gro better each year,’ 
declared President Taft tonight before hand- 
ing out diplomas to nearly 200 graduates of 
the two local colored high schools and the 
colored normal school. Several thousand 
people gatheredsin convention hall to witness 
the presentation. ‘ 
“I do not care if there are extremists who 
Giffer with mé,”’ continued the président. 
“They do not represeftthe rea! white feel- 
ing in the south. As u negro laborer becomes 
more efficient, so does the industria] progress 
of the south move on.”’ 


Talked with White and Colored. 
The president declared that he had been to 
no city in the south where he had not visited 
colored schools and churches and where he 
had not “talked with the white man about 
his colored neighbor and with the colored 
man about his white neighbor. 
** In the endeavor, self-restraint, and indus- 
try of the race itself,’’ he asserted, “ lies its 
hope of success. I do not minimize your bur- 
dens; but those of the future are as nothing 
compared with those which you have already 
overcome,”’ 
He told the graduates that the great prob- 
lem of the colored race was with the great 
uneducated part of the race in the south, who 
“must be taught hope, and that each negro 
carries in himself the power to make the race 
respected by the whites.” 


Good Collector; Good Orator. 


Referring to Charles W. Anderson, col- 
lector of internal revenue in New York City,

She went to the room and asked him 
if he wanted some towels brought to him, 
and then looked in and saw the bed had not 
been occupied.” 

‘ Did she knock on the door?” 

“J don’t know. She wouldn't haveto. The 
rule at the Bellevue-Stratford is that the 
maids are to open the door of each room at 8 
o'clock in the morning and find out if the 
guests are in their room. The doors move 
noiselessiy and the maids can open them 
without the guests knowing it if they are 
aslecp. They only have to open the door an 
inch or so, for there is a mirror inside that 
shows the entire room.”’ 

* Do you mean.to say they dothis in all the 
rooms, whether the guests are up or not, and 
without knocking first, and that the guests 
do not complain about it?’ 

‘“ Certainly, unless they know the guest ts 
up, then they knock. I understand there has 
been some complaint about it lately.”’ 

‘* Must be a nice hote! to livein permanent- 
ly,’’ said Mrs. Gould, loud enough to be heard 
by those in the immediate vicinity. 


Atlantic City Maid Called. 

Following the Bellevue-Stratford clerks, 
Margaret McGee, a maid employed at the 
Marlborough-Bienheim in Atlantic City in 
the same year, was oalled.

and one gent you saw included Mrs. Gould, do 
you?” asked Mr. Nicoll.

Sure She Saw Party. 

“You're sure you saw the four ladies and 
one gent, though,” continued Mr. Nicoll 
with a smile. 
The witness was. Mr. Shearn showed the 
blue print of the rooms to Mrs, Gould and 
then asked the court to permit Rim to cross 
examine the maid on Monday after Mrs.

Sells and another young woman, went inthe 
car to Boston. They went from Boston to 
Springfield, and then to Hartford, where 
everybody went to a hotel for the night. 
The chauffeur sald he was ordered to get 
the car out-at 10 a. m. the next day, and 
that he waited until noon before Mrs, Gould 
came out and got in. She had him drive to 
another hotel and-she went inside. He wait- 
ed until a man came out and told him to go 
back to the garage and stay there until Mrs. 
Gould telephoned for him. He knew the 
man to be Dustin Farnum, he said, because 
he saw him once before outside the Academy 
of Music in New York, when he was playing 
“The Virginian " there and Mrs. Gould was 
at the play. He said that at 4 o’clock that 
afternoon Mrs. Gould telephoned him to 


come for her. 


Tells of Other Meetings. 
Telling about another Farnum incident, the 
chauffeur told about the Jrst time he saw 
Mr. Farnum. He said hé took Mrs, Gould 


Mr. Farnum and bring him to the hotel. He 
got the actor and then picked up Mrs. Gould 
and they went to the Larchmont Yacht club 
and had lunch together, remaining about two 
hours. They got back to the St. Regis at 5:30 
and the chauffeur said Mrs. Gould told him 
to take Farnum to a theater in Brooklyn 
where he was playing. He did so and that 
night took Mrs. Gould, Mr. Sells, and the 
two daughters over to see the play. 

John J. Fiynn, who was Mrs. Gould’s chauf- 
feur for four months from September, 1906, 
said he knew much about Mrs. Gould and 
Farnum. 

*T had worked for Mrs. Gould only a few 
days,’’ said Flynn, “ when she sent me down 
to the Hotel Somerset with a sealed letter 
for Mr. Farnum, but he wasn’t there. I 
went back to the St. Regis for her at 5:30 
o’clock and she told me to drive down to 
Forty-sixth street. I left her there in the 
car and she told me to walk slowly toward 
Fifth avénue and look for a big, handsome 
man with a soft hat and bushy hair named 
Mr. Farnum. At the corner I met Mr. Far- 
num and escorted him tothe car. He shook 
hands with Mrs. Gould and got in andélI 
drove them to the Broadway theater, Will- 
lamsburg. They went to Minden’s café near 
the theater and stayed there an hour. Then 
Farnum went to the theater and I brougkt 
Mrs. Gould home.” 


Farnum Claimed Gould Car? 


‘‘ A day or so later Mrs. Gould again sent 
me down with the car for Farnum. I found 
him at the Hotel Somerset, and when he was 
leaving the hot@ some men who Were with 
him said, ‘Say, Dustin, whose car is that?’ 
He replied, ‘ O, that’s anew one I just got.’ 

“Mrs. Gould had told me to come up and 
tell her when Mr. Farnum got there, so I left 
him in the lobby of the St. Regis and went 
upstairs by the back elevator to tell her he 
was there. I knocked at the door, and she 
said: ‘All right, dearie, I'll be ready In a 
minute.’ 

‘She opened the door and I saw she was 
wearing a white skirt and was just pulling on 
a light blue wrapper. When she saw it was 
me she laughed and said, ‘ Why, hello, John, 
I thought you were Mr. Farnum.’ 

* Just then Mr. Farnum came through the 
hall in‘Mrs. Gould's apartment, and he wené 
into her room and I went away.”’ 

Fiynn said that on three subsequent occa- 
sions in the same week he took Mrs. Gould 
to the entrance of the Broadway theater, 
Williamsburg, where she waited for the actor. 
He said one morning he was told to wait 
outside of the St. Regis until Mr. Farnum 
came down from Mrs. Gouldn’'s apartments. 
He staid in front of the residence of EB. H. 
Harriman until 1:30 o'clock In the morning, 
and then got tired and went home. 


Denies Any “Unusual Interest.” 


Fiynn said that during this time the only 
other men he ever carried besides Farnum 
were Mr. Selis and Douglas Robinson. 

When Mr. Shearn was questioning the wit- 
ness he asked him why he appeared to take 
so much interest in the case. 

‘‘TI'm not taking unusual interest In the 
case. I’m a married man myeself,’’ replied 
Flynn. 

John H. Kimble, an ofl and paint dealer, 
who said he had known Mr. Gould for eight- 
een years and that-‘in August, 1906, he went 
to see the “ Virginian ’’ with Mr. Sells and 
Mrs. Gould at the Academy of Music, after 
they. had dinner at Sherry’s. Kimble said 
they had the stage box at the Academy. of 
Music and that Mra Gould told him Mr, 
Farnum knew they were going to be there 
because she had told him so that afternoon.

REFUSES NICKEL FOR BEER; 
PAYS PENALTY WITH LIFE. 


Stanley Morris, Beaten by Gang of 
Hoodlums, Expires in County Hos- 
pital of His Injuries. 


Refusal to buy beer for a crowd of corner 
loafers cost the life of Stanley Morris, 3156 
Wall street. 

The assault occurred In front of his home 
last Sunday night. Because he refused the 
demand for a ‘“‘hickel to buy a can’”’ he was 
set upon by five young hoodlums and beaten 
inte insensibility. He remained unconscious 
until 1:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, when 
he died at the county hospital. 

Capt. Morgan Collins of the Thirty-fifth 
street police station did not hear of the as- 
sault until Monday, when an ambulance was 
called to take Morris to the hospital. He 
began an investigation that resulted in the 
arrest of Frank Grotto, 101 Thirty-second 
place, who, it is said, was the leader in the 
attack. Three other youths, who are alleged 
to have taken part in the assault, were ar- 
rested following the death of Morris. They 
are Auggie Plummer, Michael Wapp, and 
Stanley Puzdrowski. 

Morris was 40 years old and married. He 
was returning to his home when one of the 
gang that had assembled at Thirty-second 
and Wall streets asked him for beer money. 
Other residents of the neighborhood had been 
stopped for the same purpose, and the “ can 
rushers "’ were bordering on drunkenness 
when Morris angered them by his refusal. 

He was knocked down, beaten, and kicked 
unmercifully until neighbors came to his 
assistance and drove his assailants away. 
Several ribs were broken and his legs and 
arms were black and blue from the treatment 
inflicted. 

He was carried into his home unconscious, 
and a Polish physician was called, who 
neglected to notify the police. 

The neighbors of Morris have been terrified 
by the acts of the hoodlum gang. and, fear- 
ing its vengeance, no one reported the as- 
sault. 

Capt. Collins became suspicious when the 
call came for the ambulance to ‘“‘ remove a 
sick man to the hospital,”’ and he detailed 
deiectives on the case. People living in the 
neigborhood who had seen the attack were 
averse to giving the police any information 
for fear they would suffer the consequences, 
It was only after several hours’ hard work 
that the detectives obiained the information 
that led to the arrest of Grotto. He denied 
having taken any part in the assault, al- 
though admiiting that he was one of the 
crowd. 

“This is a tough gang of rowdies,”’ said 
Capt. Collins, “‘and I understand some of 
them have been in the Pontiac reformatory. 
All of them have been arrested repeatedly, 
but in some manner they usually succeed 
in getting off with a light fine.”

way as to include money set aside for the 
interest on bonds as well as fpr the dividends 
for the stockholders. It is easy to See, how- 
ever, that this would not accomplish the 
desired result, and there does not seem to 
be really any way of reaching bondholders 
without subjecting the new law to the limit 
laid down by the Supreme court in the income 
tax cases. 

For instance, if the new law. proposes to 
tax the net income without regard to the 
interest charges the burden would be laid 
upon the stockholders in having their divi- 
dends reduced still more. If a corporation 
makes $100,000 over its operating expenses 
and has a bonded indebtedness on which the 
interest charges are $50,000 the real net in- 
come available for distribution to the stock- 
holders is only $50,000, and the federal tax 
on that at 2 per cent would be only $1,000. 
This the stockholders would have to pay be- 
fore they received their dividends. 

On the other hand, if the government tax 
were assessed on the net income before the 


cent on $100,000, or $2,000. , 


Bonds Are Fully Protected. 

The stockholders would have to pey this 
just as they would the smaller amount, and 
the bondholder would not contribute a dollar. 
He is a creditor and nota‘artner. He holds 
a@ mortgage on all the assets of the concern, 
and if his interest is not paid he can seize the 
corporation by process of law and the stock- 
holders would get only what was left after 
the interest had been provided for, with a» 
fairly good chance of losing out entirely in

Under the new amendment a trust com- 
‘pany doing business in Mew York or Chicago 
would have to pay a tax. on its net income.

Assure President of Success. 

There is a great division of opinion in con- 
gress as to the prospects of this corporation 
tax. Most of the Republican leaders in both 
houses have assured the president it can be 
passed by a safe majority. At the same time 
it is evident it cannot be rallroaded through 
congress, because too many and too power- 
ful interests are involved. There will have 
to be a long debate on it and meanwhile the 
manufacturers and importers of the coun- 
try will continue to be entirely at sea in the 
conduct of their business. They will: be 
afraid to expand their operations until they 
know just what the fange of prices is likely 
to be.

The police ran down every possible clew 
to learn the identity of-the woman who 
pawned the diamond ornament, without find- 
ing her. The address she gave, 6416 Wood- 
lawn avenue, proved to be a vacant ict. 

She was about 30 years old, of medium com- 
plexion, dark haired, and five feet four inches 
in height. She was atylishly dressed, wore 


of refinement. 


Description of Pendant. 
The records of the establishment give a 
description of the woman and the gem 
which she pawned The latter is thus de- 
scribed: 
‘‘ Platinum set lavallier, seventy diamonds; 
one diamond one-half carat, balance small 
diamonds. One pear shaped diamond, one 
and one-quarter carat, and one pear shaped 
pearl.” 
The police declare the woman who pawned 
the jewel could not have been a thief, or 
would not have pawned it for such an insig- 
nificant sum as $150. Another feature that 
to them precludes the probability of the gem 
having been stolen from Mrs. Harris at the 
wedding is that all of the guests were close 
friends of the persons married and of the 
highest social standing. 
Louis M. Rubin, manager of the Pawners’ 
society, said.the fact that the woman asked 
for only $150 on the gem caused no comment 
at the shop. 
‘It is nothing unusual for persons of 
means to get small gums on valuable arti- 
cles,”’ he said. ‘* They usually in these cases 
want the money only because of temporary 
financial embarrassment and redeem the 
jewels in a short time. 


No Mistake About Time. 

‘“ As for thetime that this gem was pawned 
there can be no mistake. it was within a 
few minutes of 1 o’clock. ‘The gem was 
brought in while I was at lunch, which I al- 
ways eat between 1 and 2 o'clock. I found 
the jewel here when I returned, and admired 
it. The pear shaped diamond pendant was 
especially, commented upon by us, for itisa 
rare stone. 

‘‘T am certain the woman was not an or- 
dinary: thief, or: she would have asked for & 
larger sum of money than she did. We 
would gladly have let her have several times 
the sum she asked for.

At Hanson-Tripp Wedding. 


It was the wedding of Miss Madeline Mc- 
Clure Hangon and Chester D. Tripp in St.

“I missed the jewel just as I was leaving 
the church,’ she said intheafternoon. “* We 
searched in the church, but could find no trace 
of it. I remember taking it from the case 
when I was getting ready to goto the wed- 
ding. I tried the clasp two or three times to 
be certain it was fast. We started to the 
church in an automobile about 4:30 o’clock.’’ 

Mrs. Harris. said she remembered noticing 
the gem after she got in the motor car. She 
said she looked down and saw it half con- 
cealed under the lace about the neck of her 
dress and jerked it out. It was this jerk that 
she thought might have loosened the clasp 
and allowed the jewel to fall later. 

A sister of Mr. Harris was with Mrs. Harris 
at the wedding. When the jewel was missed 
she said she had not noticed Mrs. Harris 
wearing it and suggested that they would 
find it safeathome. After the hurried search 
at the church the two drove to the Harris 
home at 4550 Greenwood avenue, 


House and Church Searched. 


‘* We found the empty case on the bureau, 
where I remembered leaving it,” Mrs. Harris 
said. ‘“‘ We called Mr. Harris up by tele- 
phone. . He told us.to go to the church and he 
would be right out. The sexton and his as- 
sistant helped us in the second search. We 
thought the pendant might have been swept 
down the aisle by some one’s dress, but we 
could find it no place. We advertised in the 
papers on Thursday morning for it, and 
when that brought no results Mr. Harris went 
to the police.’’ 

Mrs. Harris is positive that no one could 
have stolen the pendant from her neck. She 
says she must’ have lost it.

They went through the 
pawntrokers’ sheets, which are turned in 
daily to the police department, and traced 
the pendant to the Chicago State Pawners’ 
society.

“That's the pendant my wife lost,’’ he 
said. 


Husband Redeems Pendant. 


Mr. Harris took the jewel home and paid 
the price of its redemption to the Pawners’ 
society. 

“It is a most peculiar case,’’ Capt. O’Brien 
said in the evening. ‘‘ All of our searching 
seems to be unavailing so far as finding the 
person who pawned the gem is eoncerned.

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plains Firing on British 
Ship by Russian Vessel. 


Czar and Kaiser Exchange Mes- 
sages of Peace and Good 
1 ‘Will and Separate. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 18.—The Britich 
embassy here has received a report concern- 
ing the firing upon the British steamer Wood- 
burn Wednesday night by a vessel of the 
Russian squedrcen which was patrolling the 
waters where Emperor Nicholas and Em- 
peror William were to meet the following 
day. The report came from the British vice 
consul at Viborg, from whom the embassy 
asked for an explanation of the incident. Its 
contents have not been made public.- 

The belief that any grave developments 
would follow the affair have been excluded, 
however, for it was evidently due to some 
one’s blunder, for which either or both sides 
are willing to express regrets. No official 
statement of the facts has been given out. 
While private dispatches from Viborg as- 
sert that the Woodburn was steering in ac- 
cordance with directions given by a con- 
voying torpedo boat, naval officers of the 
squadron declare the steamer jvas heading 
directly for the Standart and»that they 
could not afford to run the risk of having the 
imperial yacht run down. 


Pilot Tells of Bombardment. 
A correspondent at Viborg interviewed the 
Finnish pilot of the Woodburn, who said he 
had steamed slowly half way down the line 
of warships keeping in the proper channel, 
when a torpedo boat suddenly appeared al- 
most under the Woodburn's bow. Toavoida 
collision the steamer backed, and in so doing 
swung round until its nose pointed toward 
the czar’s yacht, which was a mile anda half 
away. 
A sharp warning was shouted from the tor- 
pedo boat, which immediately fired three 
blank shots. A torpedo boat destroyer close 
by then opened with shell, firing at least 
seven. Then a four inch shell, apparently 
from one of the cruisers, struck the Wood- 
burn, causing the damage already reported. 
A cloud of steam arose and enshrouded the 
Woodburn, which backed and cast anchor. 
A great number of Russian officials hastened 
aboard and berated the captain for having 
turned towards the imperial yacht. 
it is reported that a Dutch ship which was 
holding the same course as the Woodburn 
when the latter was fired upon was arrested 
by the Russian torpedo boats. 


Cordial Exchanges by Rulers. 
REVAL, June 18.—The toasts exchanged 
between Emperor Nicholas and Emperor 
William at the banquet on board the Rus- 
sian imperial yacht Standart last night were 
cordial in their expressions for good rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

‘IT assure your majesty,”’ said the Russian 
emperor, ‘‘that I cherish the sincere and 
unchanging wish ever to maintain the tra- 
ditional relations of hearty friendship and 
mutual trust that always have united our 
two houses, and the cultivation of which 1 
strongly desire, not merely as a pledge of the 
good relations of our two countries, but of 
the general peace.” 

In reply Emperor William said: 

“TI am rejoiced to see, in this hearty re- 
ception, a new and valuable confirmation, of 
our sincere personal friendship. I seé in 
it also fresh confirmation of the traditional 
relationship of cordial friendship and confi- 
dence which, corresponding to the manifold 
interests and thoroughly peaceful senti- 
ments of our two countries, exists between 
our governments.” 

The German imperial yacht Hohenzollern, 
with Emperor William on board, steamed 
away in the direction of Dantzig this aft- 
ernoon, It was escorted by a cruiser and 
exchanged the customary salutes with the 
Russian squadron as it left. 

Emperor Nicholas had luncheon with Em- 
peror William on boar. the Hohenzollern at 
noon. No formal toasts were proposed, but 
the farewells between the two rulers were 
of the heartiest nature.

1850 AND 1905. 

In 1850 the net value of American 
manufactures was $655,000,000. The 
exports, which included foodstuffs wholly 
or partly manufactured, were valued at 
$43,000,000, or 6.6 per cent of the total 
output. Imported manufactures were 
valued at $143,000,000, being 21.8 per 
eent of the American product. By 1905 
the net value of American manufactures 
had risen to $10,892,000,000. The ex- 


| ports aggregated $895,000,000, or 8.2 per 


eent of the total. The imports wer2 
$576,000,000, or four times as much as in 
1850, but they were only 5.3 per cent of 
the homeeproduction of manufactures, 

Thése figures, which are taken from «a 
‘table made up by the bureau of statistics 
of the department of commerce and la- 
bor, GO more ‘than show the enormous 
expansion of the manufacturing interests 
of the United States. They make clear 
the insignificant position which imports 
occupy in relation to the domestic prod- 
uct. In 1850 the United States had to 
import $100,000,000 worth of manufac- 
tures in excess of exports in order to 
meet domestic demands. In 1905 the 
output of manufactures was sufficient to 
meet home demands and leave for expor- 
tation an excess over imports of $319.- 
000,000. Under the protective system 
the country had developed its manufac- 
tures to such a degree and had become so 
nearly independent of its rivals that for 
every $100 worth of stuff it manufac- 
tured it imported only $5.30 worth. 

Set these figures side by side and the 
absurdity of the outcry raised by so 
many overprotected manufacturers 
against American markets being deluged 
with the cheaply made products of other 
countries becomes apparent. A country 
whose exports of manufactures so far 
exceeds its imports, and whose imports 
are only 5.3, per cent of its total manu- 
factured product, can keep its gratifying 
position without raising the duties on the 
manufactured goods which make their 
way in under the present tariff. Home 
industries are in no danger because of 
the importation of $576,000,000 of foreign 
manufactures—which, by the way, are 
paid for in American goods—and yet the 
“ standpatters”’ would keep out the bulk 
of them if they could make the tariff law 
just what they would like to have it. 


BACK TO THEIR WORK.

SCHOOL CHILDREN AND LIQUOR. 

A New York physician made a start- 
ling declaration recently about the num- 
ber of school children in that city who 
are addicted to the use of intoxicants. 
He mentioned a percentage so high as 
to seem impossible. His statement was 
discredited at once by the superintendent 
of schools and by others interested and 
in position to know the facts. 

In line with his contention are the con- 
ditions at Bayonne, N. J. There the 
medical inspector of public schools re- 
ported that he had found several boys 


A special committee of the board 
of education was appointed to make & 
thorough investigation of the situation. 
As a result the board has issued an ap- 
peal calling upon parents, teachers, and 
pupils to join in discouraging the use of 
intoxicants by school children.

Several committees of investigation of 
the moral conditions among school chil- 
dren have reported in recent months. 
What they have discovered has varied 
locally. One feature is common in their 
findings, that evil conditions are more 
often due to ignorance than to intention, 
The importance of constant oversight by 
parents is urged by all. investigators, 
That this too often is wissing appears to 
be the settled conviction. The Bayonne 
plan for reform is the wisest one. There 
must be coéperation of parents, teachers, 
and pupils. That secured, no. serious 
dangers are likely to threaten a. school 
for any length of time.

The Coventrys are far 
from rich, and. moreover, the earl has & 
numerous family of children, so that William 
Coventry, as the youngest son but one, !s 
obliged to earn his own lving, being more 
successful in this respect than his brother 
‘Thomas, who two years ago was bankrupted 
for a sufth under $5,000, and obliged in con- 
sequence to leave the azmy. 

The founder of the Coventry family was 
lord mayor of London and one of 
the executors of the will of 
Richard Whittington, who left him his cel- 
ebrated cat for his trouble; that cat 
which alone of its race has a full fledged 
statue erected in its honor in one of the 
oldest churches of the British metropolis.

What is known in the English statute books 
as the Coventry act, and which provides for 
the punishment of.“ false assertions affect- 
ing the personal honor of the sovereign,” 
owes its origin to one of the members of the 
family of the present Lord €Coventry—name- 
ly: Sir John Coventry, who uttered some 
homely truths about the reputable 
Charles IL from his place in the house of 
commons, When remonstrated with by 
some of the court party for casting reflections 
. upon the conduct of his majesty, Sir John 
aggravated his offense by declaring that 
“the king’s conduct was so dark that it 
was impossible to cast reflections upon it.’”’ 
Charles, on being informed of this addition 
of insult to injury, suborned a few bravos 
to assail and mutilate the outspoken legis- 
lator, and when his nose had been duly 
sliced off, observed with brutal jocularity 
that for the future Sir John Coventry would 
not be poking it into his ‘(King Charles’) 
affairs. 

The sixth ear! of Coventry is known to 
fame as the husband of the oldest of those 
celebrated beauties of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the youngest of whom is famousin art 
as the Gainsborough duchess of Devonshire. 
It is due to this Gunning countess of Coventry 
that the Coventrys are today noted, in all 
probability, for their undeniable comeliness. 


_o- 

The ancestral home of the Coventrys is 
Croome court, which must not be confound- 
ed with Coombe abbey, the country seat of 
the earl’'s nephew, Lord Craven. The prin- 
cipal charm of Croome court, which lies about 
seven miles to the south of the city of 
Worcester, owes its beauty largely to the 
ekill of the famous landscape gardener of the 
eighteenth century known by the name of 
** Capability '' Brown. . 

The eldest of Lord Coventry's sons, Lord 
Deerhurst, is married to Miss Virginia 
Daniell, daughter of Mrs. Charlies W. 
Bonynge of San Francisco by her first mar- 
riage. Another of the brothers, the Hon. 
Henry Coventry, is married to the divorced 
wife of Richard McCreery of San Francisco, 
she being the daughter of the late Col. and 
Mrs. Lawrence Kip of New York anda niece 
of the late Pierre Lorillard.. Still another 
brother, the Hon. Charles Coventry, is mar- 
ried to the daughfer of the late Fitzhugh 
Whitehouse of New York and Newport. 

Charles Coventry is one of the most popu- 
lar members of his family and a typica) 
* gentleman adventurer "’ of the olden days; 
the beau ideal, in fact, of that class of young- 
er sons of noble families to whom England is 
so largely indebted for the formation of her 
vast colonial empire. He is tall, handsome 
and soldierly, with a mousquetaire mus- 
tache and imperial, and a ceaseless flow of 
good spirits. He lost his commission in the 
army for taking part in the Jameson raid, 
during which he was so badly wounded that 
he was reported dead. In fact, his father 
and mother, Lord and Lady Coventry, actual- 
ly organized a memorial service in the 
parish church at Croome in his honor, and 
it was only at the conclusion of the celebra- 
tion, when the grief stricken family, attired 
in deeepest mourning, were leaving the 
church, that a telegram was handed to the 
earl, informing him that his gon, though 
badly wounded, was still living.

On his recovery, he served, along with the 
other men concerned in the raid, a term of 
fmprisonment, first at Pretoria in a Boer 
prison, and afterwards in Holloway jail, on 
the ouskirts of London. It was recognized

Lord St. Davids, in whose employ Willlam 
Coventry has just gone out to the Argentine 
republic, ts a peer of quite recent creation, 
having been raised to the upper chamber 
only a couple of years ago. He is the eldest 
son of a baronet whose dignity dates from 
1§f2i—namely: the Reyt Sir James Philipps, 
canon Of the cathedral! chapter of Salisbury; 
and his family is of ancient and princely 
Welsh descent, one of the earliest proved 
ancestors having been a knight in attend- 
ance on Richard Cceur de Lion in the 
holy land; while Sir John - Philipps was 
created by Edward I. chief justice of Ire- 
land. 

Lord St. Davids, who is married to a Jew- 
ish heiress, enjoys the distinction of being 
quite the tallest man in the house of lords, 
his stature surpassing that of even such tall 
men as Lord Pembroke, Lord Dunmore, and 
the duke of Somerset. His brothers, two of 
whom still sit in the house of commons, are 
nearly as tall; and when he was still a mem- 
ber of the lower chamber, it was calculated’ 
that he and his two brothers there repre- 
sented between them a total length of 19 feet 
2 inches of Philipps. 
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M. Bomipard is now reaping the reward for 
the quiet acceptance of his sudden recall 
from the post of ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg a little over a year ago. For he has 
just been appointed to succeed M. Constans 
as French ambassador at Constantinople, 
an Office which, with {ts large emoluments 
and aHowances, its town mansion or palace, 
and its beautiful.,country seat, its steam 
yacht and steam launches, is one of the most 
agreeable and luxurious of French mis- 
sions abroad. 

Bompard's recall followed an act of im- 
prudence on his part when he attempted to 
send through the ordinary mail service a 
confidential letter to an intimate friend in 
Paris, criticising in a most savage fashion 
conditions in the dominions of the czar, pre- 
dicting success for the forces of the revo- 
lution there, and stating that; being con- 
vinced that the Russian revolutionary gov- 
ernment would never consent to pay the 
debts of the empire, he intended to do all 
that he could to prevent his countrymen 
from loaning any more money to Russia as 
long as he was ambassador on the banks of 
the Neva.

—When looking for a pavement that wou 
not have to be torn up, and combined oo 
liness, durability, and noiselessness, asph 
on a six inch base of concrete was decided to 
be the nearest approach to those qualities. 
Walnut street was so paved, and we know 
by actual experience that all it would need 
is resurfacing from }ime to time. We knew 
that underneath ouf pavement lay the pipes 
of a gas company, but that did not worry us. 
We knew the law provided that any person 
or corporation that was obliged to removs 
the pavement would be compelled to replace 


Sir } it in good condition. So we worried not. 


It now transpires that the service pipes of 
the gas company are rusted and are too small 
for service where gas ranges are used. it 
would cost the gas company considerable 
money to put in the new pipes and replace the 
pavement. So the pavement has been cut, 
left open for several years, and the street 
made to appear worn out. Then comes the 
board of local improvements with the dis- 
covery that the concrete under our street 
surface “is rotten,” and an ordinance for 
tearing out the “ everlasting ._ pavement 
and putting in a new one at our expense. 

At this stage of the proceedings the prop- 
erty owners, at their own expense, can have 
the damage done by the gas company re- 
paired and the street resurfaced for less than 
half the assessment, and the pavement guar-~ 
anteed the regular number of years. but 
the board of local improvements holds that 
we naughty property owners should not ob- 
struct the gas company in this manner. It 
does not seem. to remember that the gas 
company has money also and that we do not 
object to their work. We only object to pay- 
ing for it. If it must destroy our pavement 
let it comply with the law and pay for it.

Though myself an ex-teacher, I must con- 
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Anecdotes of the Brilliant Bohemian Circle Which Met Ni 
Half a Century Ago in the Cave at Pfaff’s. 


T was not so long ago that Mr. William 
Winter published a volume of recollec- 
tions called “‘ Other Days,.”” which con- 
tained chronicles and memories of actors. 
He now has written, and Moffat, Yard and 

Company have published, another volume 
along similar lines, called “ Old Friends. 
These are literary recollections of other days 
as the former bodk wes stage recollections. 
Mr. Winter ts older than I am, but we have 
known a great many of the same people. 
They were younger when Mr. Winter first 
knew them than when I/knew them. He and 
Aldrich and Bayard Taylor and Stedman 
and George Arnold were young men together. 
They belonged to the same Bohemian club, 
if club it could be called, which was com- 
osed of a few young writers, poets, and 
lonraniiots, who drank beer together and 
swore vows of friendship in a little German 
restaurant, for several years. Mr. Winter 
devotes a chapter to those Bohemian days. 


basement restaurant on the west side of 
Broadway, not far from Bleecker street. It 
was kept by a German named Pfaff. Henry 
Clapp, then on the staff of the New York 
Leader, discovered Pfaff. Clapp subsisted 
chiefly on coffee and tobacco, and he found 
that Pfaff not only senved good beer, but 
made good coffee. He told his friends and 
gradually the place became “the haunt of 
writera and artists, mostly young, and, 
though usually impecunious, opulent in their 
youth, enthusiasm, and ardent belief alike in 


a rosy present and a golden future.” 


The place, according to Mr. Winter, was 
roughly furnished, containing a few chairs 
and tables, a counter, a row of shelves, a 
clock, and some barrels. At one end of this 
basement, under the sidewalk of Broadway, 
there was a sort of cave, in which wasa long 
table, and after Clapp had assumed the 
scepter as prince of Bohemia, that cave and 
that table were preémpted by him and his 
votaries at certain hours of the day and 
night, “and no stranger ventured to intrude 
into that magic realm.”’ 

Then Mr. Winter goes on to tell who were 
the subjects of this prince of Bohemia, of 
which, if I am not mistaken, he is the sole 
‘survivor. Thither, he writes, came George 
Arnold, “handsome, gay, breezy, good-na- 
tured—one of the sweetest poets in our coun- 
try who have sung the beauties of nature and 
the tenderness of true love.”’ Walt Whitman 
was often there, his hair and beard grizzled, 
his keen ste€]-blue eyes gazing with bland 
tolerance on the frolicsome lads around him. 
Charles Dawson Shanly, *‘ a charming essay- 
ist and a graceful poet, quaint in character, 
sweet in temperament, modest, and gentle 
in “bearing,” and Launt Thompson, George 
Boughton, Edward F. Mullen, and _  5Sol 
Eytinge Jr., the artist and illustrator. 

The most striking figure in this group, ac- 
cording to Mr. Winter, was Fitz-James 
O'Brien, who wrote abcait the stage for the 
Saturday Press, for which paper T. B. Ald- 
rich wrote the book reviews. O’Brien is de- 
scribed as ‘‘the moet potential genius and 
the most original character in this group.” 
His stories, ** The Diamond Lens ’’ and “*‘ The 
Wondersmith,’’ which were published in the 
early numbers of the Atlantic Monthly, were 
hailed “ as the most ingenious fabrics of fic- 
tion that had been contributed to our litera- 
ture since the days of Edgar Allan Poe.”’ 
Once when O’Brien was way down on his 
luck Winter lent him. his lodgings to write tn. 
He remained there two nights and a day 
and produced a story which he sold to Har- 
per’s Magazine for what was then considered 
a large price. He immediately bought new 
clothes, dined at Delmonico’s, then at Broad- 
way and Chambers street. and spent what he 
had earned in less time than it took him to 
make At. In summing up his own and the

Among others who came Into the cave at 
Pfaff's was W. D. Howells, *“‘ now the vol- 
uminous and celebrated novelist—he whore 


| effulgent criticism has, to the consternation 


of the literary world, dimmed the shining 


| stars of Scott and Thackeray—came into the 
| cave, especially, as afterward was divulged, 
| for the purpcse of adoring the illustrious 


Whitman. Mr. Howells at that time was a 
respectable youth tn black raiment. who 
had only just entered on the path to glory, 
while Whitman. by reason of that odorifer- 
ous classic, the *‘ Leaves of Grass.’ was in 
possessicn of the local Parnassus. Tq meet- 
ing, of course, wasimpressive. Walt, at that 
time affected the Pompadour style of shirt 
and jacket—making no secrecy of his brawny 
anatomy-—and his hireute chest and com- 
placent visage were, as usual, on liberal ex- 
hibition; and he tippled a little brandy and 
water and veceived his admirers’ homage 
with characteristic benignity. There ts noth- 
ing like gerius—uniess possibly it may be

I remember, to propose the health of the 


prince of Bohemia, which he did in the fol- 
lowing marvelous words: ‘ That's the feiler !’ 
It was my privilege to hear that thrilling de- 
liverance and to admire and applaud that 
superb orator. Such emanations of intellect 
seldom occur, and it seems indeed a pity that 
this one should not have had Mr. Howells 
to embroider it with his ingenious fancy 
and embalm it in the amber of his veracious 
rhetoric. Sad to relate, he was not present: 
and, equally sad to relate, the ‘¢ 8s ' whom 
he met at Pfaff's cave, and withwhom he 
was ‘distinctly disappointed,’ were’ quite.as 
‘ distinctly disappointed’ with him. They 
thought him a prig. So much for Bohemia: 
‘The gypsy camp is broken. The music is 
hushed. The fires are put out. The gypsies 
aré all gone. There is no Bohemia any mvre, 
nor ever will be, except in fuxury’s lap or 
imagination’s dream.’ "’ 

Of Oliver Wendell Holmes Mr. Winter 
says: “ Holmes was @ great poet. even 
though he never wrote an epic, just as Gray 
was a great poet for his Elegy alone. I- 
pleased Holmes, however, to write many 
poems of ‘ occasion,’ and he has been desig- 
nated, sometimes a little disdainfully, * an oc- 
casional poet.’

Here is an amusing anecdot i 
tells of Aldrich and Whitman: shrine an 
hemian days it was my fortune—or misfor- 
tune, a8 the case may be—to meet often and 
to know well the American bard, Walt Whit- 
man.

But I remember one moment 
when he contrived to inspire Aldrich. with @ 
permanent aversion. The company wag

Here is another Aldrich story: “ Once in 
Paris he invited Mark Twain to takea stro} 
saying that he had something to show to 
him, interesting and worthy of specia! atten- 
tion. The ‘stroll’ proved to bea walk of 
about a mile, round and round, along con. 
tiguous streets, ending at a bookstore near 
to the hotel in the Rue St. Honoré, from 
which the pedestrians had started. One of 
the books displayed in the window was a copy 
of the poems of Aldrich. ‘I have asked this 
shopkeeper,’ said Tom, ‘if he has any more 
of the works of Aldrich, and he says no: ¢9 
you see the sale has been large. for this 2 
the only copy left, but he says he has Several} 
shelves full of the works of Mark Twain, and 
more of them in the basement. I'm afraid 
you are not appreciated in France.’ The gai 
of Twain's book had actually, of course, been 
large.’’ 

Of Bayard Taylor, whom Mr. Winter knew 
not only asa friend but as a fellow craftsman, 
for Taylor_was for a long time connected 
with the New York Tribune, hesays: “ Tay- 
lor’s rank as a poet will be determined after 
another generation of readers has arisen, 
when he is no longer remembered as specifie- 
ally atraveler and a journalist; and that rank 
will be high. He was distinctively a poet,’ 
but under the pressure of necessity he delved 
in so many lines of literary labor that his 
miscellaneous publicity obscured him in the 
vision of his own period. It has taken Amer. 
ica some time to learn fully the exceptional 
value and abiding charm of such noble verse 
as that of William Cullen Bryant and sueh 
exquisite prose as that of Donald Grant 
Mitchell, and to realize that it possessed ig 
Fritz-Greene Halleck one of the strongest, 
sweetest poets that have swept the harp 
strings of the human heart. Time will! do jug 
tice to the fine poetic genius of Bayard Tay- 
lor. Here is an anecdote that Tavlor tells 
against himseif: ‘I had delivered a lecture 
in one of our rural towns.’ so said my old 
friend. ‘and several of my auditors were 
accosting me with expressions of their satis- 
faction. One person in particular was effy- 
sively eager. saying: ‘I am delighted Mr. 
Taylor, to make your acquaintance. I have 
read everything that you have ever written, 
and 1] have greatly enjoyed itall.” This was 
pleasant to hear, and, as he grasped my hand 
with evident friendship, I responded witha 
request for his opinion of my poetry. A lock 
of overwhelming astonishment and perplex- 
ity came into his face. ‘ Your poetry?” he 
exclaimed. ‘“‘ Have you ever written any 
poetry?” This, I need not tel) you, satisfied 
my curiosity.’ *’

Taylor had a keen sense of humor. and no 
one enjoyed this more than he did. Neither 
raylor, Stoddard, nor Stedman, according to 
Mr. Winter, was associated with the Bohe- 
mian club of Pfaff’s Cave. I will not dispute 
with Mr. Winter in a matter of which he 
knows so much better than I do, but Mr. 
Stedman himself is my authority for saying 
that, if not actually one of Pfaff's Bohemi- 
ans, he was a frequent visitor at the Cave, 
and he has told me many anecdotes of Prince 
Henry Clapp and his devoted subjects. 

Mr. Winter met Dickens when he was in 
this country, and evidently the great novelist 
took a fancy to him, for he invited him to 
come and see him when he went to England, 
and this invitation Winter accepted, as who 
would not? But when he visited England 
Dickens had already passed away, andit was 
at his grave and not his house that he re 
newed the acquaintance. 

** When before an audience,’ writes Mr. 
Winter, “Dickens assumed the pose of an 
actor. He wore evening dress, but he used 
the accessories of footlights and also a col- 
ored screen as a background. and he ‘ made 
up’ his face, as actors do. There was in his 
reading an extraordinary facility of imper- 
sonation, and he employed alt essential 
means to heighten the desired effect of it. 
Now he was himself. The actor had disap- 
peared. The man was with us, unsophist!- 
cated and unadorned. He wore a rough trav- 
eling suk and a soft felt hat: his right foot 
was Wrapped in black silk, for he had been 
suffering from gout; and he carried a plain 
stick. After he had boarded the steamship, 
and while he was talking with the captain 
and other officers, the members of our little 
party assembled in the saloon with what he 
afterward jocosely described as ‘ bitter beer 
intentions." Soon he approached our group, 
and, addressing me, he said: ‘ What are you 
drinking?’ I named the fluid, and, respond- 
ing to his request, filled a tumbler for him. 
He shook hands with us al! around, witha 
grasp of iron, emptied his glass, put it on 
the table, and turned to greet the old states- 
man, Thurlow Weed, who had just then ar- 
rived; whereupon, immediately, I seized that 
glass and, to the consternation of the at- 
tending steward, put it into my pocket—men- 
tioning, as I did so, Sir Walter Scott's appro- 
priation of the glass of King George IV at 
the civic feast In Edinburgh. long ago. The 
royal souvenir, it is recorded, fared ill, for 
Sir Walter sat upon it and broke it. The 
Dickens souvenir survives and is still in my 


possession.” 


Of Stedman, who only so short a time ago 
left this worl Mr. Winter has much te say. 
They were associated in the old days on the 
Tribune and they kept up their friendship 
to the end, but we have no anecdotes of Sted- 
man. It is of his poetry that Mr. Winter has 
the most to say: ‘“ The songs of the poet are 
sifted into the minds of men as the sunshine 
is sifted into the trees of the forest. In that 
way the muse of Stedman has become a loved 
companion to thousancs of responsive souls; 
in that way his influence has wrought ard 
his solid fame has grown. I sometimes think 
that the dealiest foe of creative impulse in 
poetry is the faculty of criticism, and that 
our poetic literature will never, as a whole. 
acquire the opulent vitality, bloom. and color 
of old English poetry until our authors cease 
to be self-conscious and critical, and, as that 
rare poet Richard Henry Stoddard so often 
and so happily has done—yieMd themselves 
fully to thelr emotions. But the faculty of 
criticism, as used it, becomes crea- 
tive. Never have |] found im any of his 
pages a narrow or a bilighting 
word.” 

In laying down this book, of which I have 
given you only a glimpse, I feel that I have 
been talking with old friends. To be sure, 
I did not know Henry Clapp, George Arnold. 
or Fitg-James O’Brien, but I did know Ald- 
rich, Holmes, Stedman. Stoddard, Curtis, and 
more than half of those of whom Mr. Winter | 
writes, and now of this group there is only 
Winter. He is still in harness and every

And even should the 
last and most minute of the detailed perfec- 
tions—some day in the far future—be dis- 
closed, yet after all the chief mystery, the 
miracle of miracles—the Gothic cathedral 
itself—would still remain to baffle men; for 
this mystery in al! its complexity, in all its 
symbolism, in all its manifold beauty, the 
human mind Is hardly large enough or broad 
enough to master.”’ 

Mr. Porter has attacked the subject of sym- 
bolism with considerable courage, devoting a 
portion of one chapter, for example, and mak- 
ing other references to the cestiaries or amaz- 
ing grotesques which are to be found both on 
the exterior and the interior of the Gothic 
cathedrals. The significance of many of these 
is as fixed as it is arbitrary, and amounted to 
a cult which the devout are supposed to 
know. Mr. Porter thinks these monstrous 
figures ill befit a sacred edifice, but adds: 
“These humorous grotesques, barbarous as 
they seem to us today, offered, however, a 
singular attraction to the medieva! mind. In 
the days before comic newspapers they seem 
to have filled the function these journals fill 
with us. It was in vain that St. Bernard in- 
voked against such decorations all the thun- 
ders of the church. Even the gloom of me- 
dieval asceticism could not quench all the 
deviltry of human nature, and these immoral 
grotesques, funny even today, disported 
themselves on the buildings of the churc 
which should have opposed them.” 
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It may be hinted, however, that their use 
Was more occult than Mr. Porter suspects. 
Mr. Aubrey Beardsley could, perhaps, have 
interpreted to Mr. Porter their true employ- 
ment and esoteric significance. They stood 
then and they stand today for the subter- 
ranean qualities of the mind. They are the 
negative of goodness, holiness, devotion and 
spirituality. They give a kind of logic to the 
cathedrals which they decorate, supplying 
the full gamut in supplementing the chiseled 
hierarchy which is enthroned in innumer- 
able niches and@ pinnacles. They are to the 
high melody of the cathedral what chro- 
matics are to a symphony. They give the 
breaks in a theme which but for them would 
be too smooth—they are the syncopations, 
the arrestments, the refreshing staccato in a 
movement that else had been tediously 
legato. 

It is a thing you feel but cannot quite ex- 
plain. But as surely as shadows fascinate 
more than suniight, does Pan, laughing from 
the recesses of these mysterious edifices, 
haunt the imagination of him who gives him- 
self to the spirit of the cathedral. These lofty 
houses of worship had lacked some essen- 
tially human note, missing the grinning imp 
of Lincoln, or the ribald beasts of Notre 
Dame. 

And in the Bodleian library—should you 
visit it—much and beautifully embossed, you 
will find “* The Book of Bestiaries "’ luring 
you ‘among innumerable more pious tomes. 
If you have the Latin—and the time—certain 
dark secrets may become your property. 
Perhaps, however, it may be as well to leave 
this product of a darker age behind the 
locked cases and to pass the eerie monsters 
with no more than a surreptitious nod of rec- 
ognition. (The Baker & Taylor Co. publish 
Mr. Porter's book.)

Mr. W. Shaw Sparrow offers ‘‘HINTS ON 
HOUSE FURNISHING” in a substantial 
volume published by the John Lane com- 
pany. - 

By way of initial commendation, it may be 
said that the book is practical. He believes 
that when a man and woman marry they 
should make a home to last a  MHhfetime. 
When they get a chair it shou!é be one they 
will enjoy in their oldage. When they buy 
a rug it should have texture which will en- 
dure and color which will nct weary. When 
they get an ornament it should have sig- 
nificdnce, should fit into the room which 
it is intended to decorate, and should be so 
desirable that it never will degenerate into 
merely *‘ one more thing to dust.” 

Mr. Sparrow does not believe there is such 
a thing as cheap furniture. The so-called 
cheap furniture, he esteems dearest in the 
end. Good furniture is expensive because 
it takes time as well as skill to make it, and 
time is a commodity for which it is necessary 
to pay. He advises, therefore, a tolerant at- 
titude toward vacant rooms, and advising 
slow and careful furnishing. 

He gives advice about wall papers, hang- 
ings, color, blinds, crockery, glass, etc., and, 
while the book is intended primarily for 
British householders still the book will at 
feast augment any inclination toward con- 
servatism and chastity in furnishing of 
which we Americans may stand possessed.

Helen Winslow Puts Them in a 
Novel Bearing on the Suffragette 
Question. 


HE present world wide suffrage agita- 
tion and the much discussed ques- 
tion of women holding political office 
as a natural sequence of their power 
to wield the ballot—allb this makes 
opportune, likewise plausible, a novel 
just written by a Chicago woman of promi- 
nence. Helen M. Winslow, well known 
through her literary work, also her interest 
in various clubs and her connection with the 
D. A. R., ts the writer, and ‘A WOMAN 
FOR MAYOR ” (Reilly Britton) is the book. 

The ballot in the hands of woman consti- 
tutes a balance of power, Miss Winslow 
thinks, which, coupled with the strong re- 
form sentiment among independent male 
voters, creates a strong majority. Such a 
situation as this she has utilized in bringing 
her heroine to the office of mayor. 

**Chimerical,” the average man will ex- 
claim when he reads the title of this book—at 
least, the writer anticipates that remark 
from the man voter, and has for him this an- 
swer: 

There is now a woman mayor in one of the 
smaller cities of the middie states of Ameri- 
ca; while in England there are two women 
doing good work in the municipal chair. 

“As for the average man,’ says Mise 
Winslow, in her foreword, “‘ let him read the 
story of Roma's woman mayor and think it 
over. And if he does not decide to vote fora 
woman as mayor, perhaps he will come to see 
that woman's housekeeping instinct and 
newly awakened civic sense, added to a re- 
vival of public honesty among men, might 
well combine to make a model city. 

“‘If it is not good for man to live alone per- 
haps it is not well for him to manage his city 
hall alone. After all, is it ‘ chimerical ’?’’ 

This story of a woman mayor starts witha 
luncheon of the P. W.’s, where the question 
of a new mayor for the city of Roma is be- 
ing agitated. Barnaby Burke and his raven- 
ous pack of demagogues are hot after the 
office and there seems to be no way to save 
the city from them. 

**No decent man will) touch the city hall 
with a pair of tongs,’ says one lady. 

**Any decent man would be defeated,’ 
says another. The better class of men hold 
themselves aloof and will not be considered 
as candidates.”’ 

Then a woman enthusiast, by name Ger- 
trude Van Dusen, tells of the glorious things 
she would do if she could but run for mayor 
and be elected. 

***T’d get every decent man roused up for 
once,’ says she. ‘I'd go into every ward 
and organize as they do. I'd work among the 
poor, the illiterate, the unfortunate; and I'd 
rouse the rich and educated, too. That's the 
class that need awakening in this town.’ 

“*Then,’ says Mrs. Bateman, ‘ You are 
the right candidate. Think of the field of 
activities that would open up before a good 
woman—O, there is so much to bé done and 
our good men are too busy or, as they claim, 
too high minded to meddle with it.’ 

“*Then what would, what could a decent 
woman do with it?’’’ asks one woman and 
the rest of the book shows how a woman 
could, how an imaginary woman did, and 
how real women can, walk through it “ like 
an angel of light.'’ 

Miss Winslow has worked in a fertile fleld 
and has not been slow to grasp the many 
opportunities for effective moralizing. Mod- 
ern journalism, graft, and so-called practical 
politics are scored most effectively. But 
there's a love story to complete a book that 
is unusually worthy of the interest it is sure 


to command. 


E. Phillips Oppenheim’s new story, ‘“ THE 
GOVERNORS” (Little, Brown & Co.), Is 
written in the author's usual! exuberance 
There is excitement and suspense, though the 
characters are all prominent persons on Wall 
street and the scene of action-is laid in New 
York or London instead of in som@ hypothe- 
cated South American republic. A rather old 
man, the tyrant of the street, calls his nlece 
to him that she may assume the position of 
mistress of his house and hecome his confi- 
dante and the trustee of all his secrets. She 
is a pretty young thing from the country who 
carries off her difficult duties with honor and 
dignity, and it is hardly her fault that some 
valuable papers are stolen from their hiding 
place. 

These papers were the crux of the whole 
matter from the beginning, and now their 
whereabouts and recovery are sought by al) 
the persons who were more or less at swords’ 
points in the previous incidents.

In such circumstances the political liberty 
and personal freedom won by Washington 
and Lincoln were potential only and could 
not be realized in experience until] the har- 
vester made man the master of the wheat in- 
stead of its gervant. Such an emancipation 
awaited the fittest human agency for its 
working out, and Mr. Casson pictures Cyrus 
McCormick as the “‘ man of destiny~’” through 
whom the streams of his country’s life were 
to reach their wonderful expansion. 

The story is told with proper historical per- 
spective as well as with full personal know!l- 
edgé and will take its place as the record not 
of a man’s life merely but of the greater part 
of a nation’s. The book contains a photo- 
gravure petrait and twenty-five other illus- 


trations.
